MAGISTHATE CONDEMNS 
STREET MEETINGS. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


Roy O'Callaghan (18), a fitter’s apprentice 
of Park street, Inchicore, Dublin, was charged 
by Guard George O'Brien, of the Dépét, 
Phenix Park, and by Guard 69 A, with acting 
m a disorderly manner at the political :meet- 
ing in College Green on Sunday afternoon, 
for the purpose of preventing the transaction 
of the busimess for which the meeting had 
been called. He was also charged with being 
guilty of expressing insulting words by shout- 
ing “Un, the Repubhe,” *‘ Up, de Valera,” 
and “ What about the 77 executions?” 

Guard O’Brien said in evidence that the 
defendant was with a crowd of about forty 
young men near the corner of Church Jane 
and College Green while the meeting was 
being held, and they cheered when O'Callaghan 
shouted. The result was that the people in 
their vicinity could not hear the speakers. He 
questioned the defendant about his behaviour, 
but he continued to shout, so he had him 
arrested. 

Guard 69 A, in evidence, corroborated, and 
added that while O'Callaghan was being taken 
into custody he continued to shout, When 
charged and cautioned at the Bridewell Police 
Station he denied that he shouted “ Up, ce 
Valera,” but admitted us.ng the other expres- 
sions with which he was charged. 

Mr. Little said that the evidence showed 
that the defendant used the words attributed 
to him. He would like te repeat the state- 
ment whch he had made in that court on 
Thursday last. There was no right to hold 
such big meetings in the streets of Dublin. 
The ordinary citizen’s Kbherty was being inter- 
fered with, because he could not, walk or take 
health exercise in the vicinity of College 
Green on Sunday afternoon. There could not, 
he said, be one law for street traders, ‘bus 
drivers and the owners of other vehicles 
and another law for others who obstruct the 
public highway by what he considered an wn- 
lawful assembly. He, therefore, dismissed the 
first charge, and ordered the defendant to 
pay 40s. on the second, He allowed him 
three weeks to pay. 

Joseph Whelan (19), of Newmarket street, 
a brushmaker, was fined 40s., with four weeks 
to pay, on being convicted on a charge of 
using threatening words and behaviour at the 
meeting in College Green on Sunday after- 
noon, by calling on the crowd to rescue a 
person who was being removed from the 
meeting by the .Civie Guards. 
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SERVANT CHARGED. 


Kathleen Dunne (20), a domestic servant. 
from Maryborough, was remanded until 
Thursdav on a charge of stealing £4 Qs. 3d. 
from Alice Kiernan, of Meath street, by 
whom she was employed.

Mr. Fuller alleged that shortly before 5 
p.m. on the Sunday of the offence Doyle 
came into his shop and ordeved three bottles 
of stout to take with him. He demanded 
a penny extra for the bottles, and defendant 
became aggressive and struck him, As he 
passed out to the street defendant pulled the 
gate off its hinges. During the struggte

Mr. FP. J. Feller, 
corroborated. 

The defendant said that he had not dis- 
puted the payment of the extra penny, but 
he wanted Fuller to put the recognised mark 
on the bottles, so that they could be re- 
turned and the money he refunded.

TWO YEARS AFTER. 


Mr, Justice FitzGibbon said that he was 
quite convinced that the relationship of 
master and servant did not exist between 
the appellant and Molloy, The question of 
stamping Molloy’s cards was not raised until 
two years after the relationship between the 
parties had come to an end, and there was 
no doubt that Molloy knew about the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act, and got money from 
Graham to stamp the cards of men engaged 
by himself. During that period Molloy was 
advertising to all and sundry that he was a 
contractor, and that was wholly inconsistent 
with the case that he was employed fo 
several years by Graham. Molloy ordered 
the material, and the receipts were made out 
to him. and his lordship thought that that 
was very strong evidence that Molloy re 
garded himself as an independent contractor 
and not as a servant who was buying goods 
for his employer. His lordship was of the 
opinion that the judgment of the High 
Court should be set aside. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that there 
were several facts which led him to believe 
that Molloy was not a servant of Graham 
Molloy had billheads on which he described 
himself as builder’ and contractor. Cards 
were stamped for all the men employed bv 
Molloy, and the fact that no cards were 
stamped for Molloy was proof that neithe* 
Molloy nor Graham regarded Molloy as & 
servant of Grahanr. 

The result was that the appeal was allowed, 
the declaration of the High Court sét aside, 
and the Court declared that Molloy was no 
an employed person within the meaning o) 
the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1920. — . 

Mr, Graham conducted his own appeal 
and Mr. Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce.

BROTHER'S APPEAL 
ALLOWED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND MR.

An appeal was heard against an Order of 
Judge Moonan at Sligo admitting to probate 
a document purporting to be “ the last will 
and testament’ of James Conlon, of Crow- 
hill, Geevagh, Co. Sligo, who died on 19th 
February, 1931. The late Mr. Conlon was a 
small farmer, and by this document left his 
house and land to Owen Conlon, a Springer 
cow to Michaél Conlon (Owen), the balance 
of his stock to pay funeral and other ex- 
penses, and directed Owen Oonlon to compen: 
sate James McGowan for the time and atten- 
tion the latter had devoted to him during his 
illness. The will was contested by John 
Conlon, of Tapp, Geevagh, a brother of 
James Conlon, on the ustial grounds. Judge 
Moonan pronounced in favour of the will, 
and the appeal was brought against this 
decision. 

Mr. A. D. Pringle (instructed by Mr. C. 
E. Callan), for the appellant, submitted that 
the decision of the Circuit Judge was against 
the weight of evidence. The supposed will 
was drawn up by James McGowan, and was 
signed by a mark, whereas James Conlon was 
able to read and write. The explanation given 
of that, said counsel, was that the will was 
signed between 1 and 2 a.m. on the date of 
testator’s death, and that, although a search 
was tMmade, his glasses could not be found. 
Counsel also argued that the evidence in the 
Circuit Court showed other suspicious cir- 
cumstances, that testator could not have been 
capable of making a will, and that the appel- 
lant had not been informed of testator’s ill- 
ness, 

The Court found that Judge Moonan had 
fully considered the evidence presented to 
him, had given crtical examination to all the 
circumstances surrounding the making of the 
will, as he had also taken the view that some 
of them were suspicious. The will was ad- 
mitted to probate, and costs Were awarded 
against the appellant pérsonally. The costs 
of the Circuit Court proceedings had been 
allowed out of the estate. 

Mr. Barra O’Briain (instructed by Mr.

DESTRUCTION OF AGHADA 
HALL. 


(GEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNBTON.,) 

tn the matter of the trusts created by the 
will of Major-General William de Walton 
Roche Thackwell, dated 10th February, 1910, 
and in tli® matter of the Settled Land Acts, 
the plaintiff being Katharine H. Penrose 
‘Thackwell, tenant for life of the settled 
lands, arid the defendants Geoffrey J. E. 
Penrose Thackwell and Osbert Montague 
Roche Thackwell. trustee, an application was 
made in the Dublin High Court yesterday for 
a declaration that a piece of ground part of 
the lands of Carrigene, or Knockree, in the 
parish of St, Nicholas, Barony of Cork, 
assigned to the first-named defendant by the 
plaintiff, is held subject to the trust and 
settlement created by the will of General 
Thackwell, and that Marjory Helen Florence 
Thackwell be appointed trustee for the pur- 
pose of the Settled Land Acts. 

Mr, Joseph McCarthy {instructed hy Mr. 
W. J. Barry), on behalf of the plaintiff, said 
that General Thackwell settled Ag: nda Hall, 
Co. Cork, and eighty acres on trust on his 
wife for lite and afterwards on her daughters. 
Aghada Hall was destroyed in the course of 
the troubles in 1922, and a sum of £6,000 was 
awarded as compensation by the County Cork 
Circuit Couft. The compénsation was subse- 
quently reduced to £4,000. It was found im. 
possible to re-baild Aghadsa Hall, and an 
application was made to have the conditions

of the award varied, so that four hotses: 


might be built outside the City of Cork, in 
substitution for the former order, The pre- 
sent plaintiff purchased the leasehold interest 
in certain property outside the city boundary, 
and built fout houses, known as Marble Hall 
place, with the money awarded. She sub- 
sequently assigned the interest in the pro: 
perty to the defendant, Geoffrey Thackwell, 
and the present application was for a declara- 
tion that the property fep the 
£4,000 paid for Aghada Hall was subject to 
the trust of the will.

For the appellants, Mr. Comyn argued that 
the County Surveyor’s letter of the 21st May, 
1951, was a certificate, and that upon it the 
County Council were entitled to recover 
against the defendants for damage done by 
their extraordinary traffic up to that date. 
The letter pointed out that the 'buses, which 
had béen running only twice a week, were 
now plying every day on the roads in South 
Connemara; that the roads were being 
seriously damaged, and that, unless some- 
thing Were done, certain sections would be 
damaged beyond repair. The letter added 
that the South Connemara roads were being 
disintegrated by the extraordinary traffic, 
and their repair was becoming a problem 
beyond the resources of the road works 
scheme. Counsel submitted that all the 
essential facts required by the Act were set 
forth in this letter, and that, consequently, 
it was a certificate. 

Mr, Justice Hanna held that the letter 
was not a certificate, inasmuch as it did not 
comply with the requirements, and did not 
set out that extraordinary expenses in 
repair had become necessary on Road 63, 
between Costello and Lettermullen, which 
was the subject of the particular civil bills 
before the Circuit judge. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne, concurring, said that 
on the widest possible interpretation the 
County Surveyor's letter could not be con- 
sidered a certificate, Before authorising pro- 
—- under the section, the (County 
Couneil should have before them a document 
certifying that, having regard to extra- 
ordinary traffic, extraordinary ¢xpense on 
repair had become necessary on Road 63. 
They had not got such a document, the 
surveyors letter being merely one of 
complaint, his main object being to prevent 
excéptional traffic. 

The appeals of the County Council were 
dismissed with costs.

MAN'S DEATH IN A

The Deputy City Coroner, Dr. Oswald 
Murphy, held an inquest at Steevens’s 
Hospital yesterday oad Bro’ (30), of St. 
Bridget’s Cottages, Clondalkin, who was 
found lying unconscious in a lime-kiln of 
Saturday afternoon. 

Thomas Crossdale, Rathcoole, said that he 
saw Broe lying in the kiln, and, with the 
assistance of two other men, removed him 
and had him taken to the hospital. Broe had 
evidently gone down to level the ‘‘ breeze ”’ 
in the kiln, and had been overcame hy the 
fumes. He (Crossdale) had warned him 
against doing this, 

Mr, R. O’Toole, Broe’s employer, said that 
he had issued instructions to all the men that 
thev were never to get into the kiln. 

The Coroner said that the man had 
evidently acted on his own responsibility in 
doing so, as he had been warned against it:

_ A friend sent me a copy of a motoring 
journal in which the daughter of the 
imventor of the Dunlop tyre tries to 
explode a popular myth. She tells us 
that the story that her father began his 
experiments by fitting hose pipes to 
perambular wheels is quite wrong. What 
did happen, she explains, was that he 
found a new means of applying a specially 
made inflated rubber tube to a steel rim 
and that his earliest experiments in 1889 
enabled him to cover 3,000 miles “ riding 
on air ” before the tyre collapsed. She 
also reminds us that a facing bicycle 
which was fitted with Dunlop tyres in 
1889 actually took part in the “Old 
Timers’”’ meeting in. Dublin, nearly 
forty yeats later, in 1917. While I am 
glad to help to “ puncture” the per- 
ambulator myth, I find it much more inte- 
resting to reflect upon the world revolu- 
tion in transport which hes been the out. 
come of the original experiments made by 
James Boyd Dunlop in Belfast and 
Dublin. 


Dr. Percu in Ireland. 


The Oxford University Press has pub- 
lished a newly-discovered collection of 

oems, the work of Bishop Percy, trans- 
lations from Spanish ballads. Dr. Percy 
1s famous chiefly for his “Reliques -f 
Early English Poetrv,” which apveared in 
1765. He came to Ireland, as Bishop ot 
Dromore, in 1781. and was buried, when 
he died in his eighty-third year, in 1811. 
in the transept of Dromore Cathedral 
which he built, and which is known as 
Percy's Aisle. 

A friend who belongs to Dromore 
Diocese recommends everyone who is 
interested in Dr. Percy to consult Arch- 
deacon Atkinson’s book, ‘‘ Dromore. an 
Ulster Diocese,” for a concise account >f 
Percy in Ireland. Therein it is told how 
this English Churchman in Ulster com- 
manded the respect of all. 

An exceptionally hard winter induced the 

followers of all persuasions to unite in makine 
a collection for the poor. The Bishop’s 
chaplain preached in the principal mee ting- 
house, and the offertory was collected by 
the Roman Catholic priest and the two dis- 
senting ministers, who equally divided the 
pews amongst them, and distributed the 
collection impartially amongst the poor of 
their four congregations, 
The Archdeacon adds that “the site for 
the Roman Catholic Chapel in Dromore 
was... given by the Bishop, between 
whom and the priest thereof, Father 
Mornan, an accomplished linguist, there 
existed a warm friendship.” 


Dromore Cathedral. 


Another name, celebrated in English 
letters, is associated with Dromore—that 
of Dr. Jeremy Taylor, who was Bishop 
from 1661 to 1667. ‘‘Bury me at 
Dromore,” were Taylor’s last recorded 
words, and he was laid to rest in the 
building which he had restored from ruin, 
‘an the days after the wars. 

Oak shingles were used to roof the 
cathedral, as reconstructed by Taylor. 
These were replaced by slates when, in 
1808, Dr. Percy restored the building ; 
and it is lamented that other inexplicable 
changes were made when that liberal soul 
spent -his own substance. im. the re- 
modelling of what might have been left 
as it stood with greater adyehtege. Thete 
1s,-by the way, a re@ss in the worth wall 
of Percy’s Aisle “in which it is said the 
Bishop intended to erect a monument to 
Jeremy Taylor.’’ 


Cricket Ralls. 


The achievements of Larwood with the 
cricket ball recalls some occasions on which 
a cricket ball has made such history as 
to warrant it preservation, with al] the 
glory of a silver plate and an inscription. 
Perhaps, the earliest record’ of a cricket 
ball being singled out for this honour was 
the occasion when E. M. Grace got every 
wicket in the second innings of the match 

layed at Canterbury on August 14th- 

Sth, 1862, between the M.C.C. and Kent, 
In this match Grace also scored 192 not 
out. The ball was mounted and presented 
to “‘E. M.”’ by the Club, with a letter of 
thanks for the assistance he rendered them 
by this ‘‘ unprecedented feat.” 

Another time was the celebrated ocra- 
sion when Cobden, the Harrow bowler, 
Skittled out the FEtonians during the 
annual match at Lord’s. He obtained 
five wickets for 37 runs in the first innings 
and three for 10 in the second. The bal! 
which did this work was mounted and 
given to him by 1. D. Walker. Cobden 
gained two other trophies of the like 
nature for bowling feats, one of which 
was presented to him for gaining three 
wickets in three balls in an_inter- 
university match. 

A very famous ball is that used in the 
great Yorkshire v. Surrey match of June, 


1898, when Wil®id Rhodes took twelve 
wickets for 70, Wainwright eight for 53, 
and Hunter stum eight and caught 
two, and George Hirst and Haigh made 
that memorable stand of 192 for the ninth 
wicket. A ball that should have been 
preserved in Dublin is that with which 
“Achy ’’ Kelly broke Findlater’s window 
in Nassau street some years ago. It 
happened at the nets. Someone sent down 
a Joose ball to leg, and “Achy” let fly 
and lifted it with one mighty swipe into 
the groceries, | 


Fortu Speeches in an Hour, 


In 1913, when Mr, Asquith’s Home 
Rule Bill was under discussion, a deputa- 
tion of about forty Irishmen, headed by 
Sir Herace Plunkett, was introduced to 
Mr. Birrell—then Chief Secretary—by the 
late Sir Thomas W. Russell.. It was a hot 
summer’s day, and the Chief Secretary 
was th his shirt sleeves. The introduction 
ceremony over, Sir Thomas p 
explain some of the mmiysteries of the 
single transferable vote, whereupon Mr. 
Birrell intervened: ‘‘ For goodness sake, 
Russell, keep quiet! I don’t believe you 
know much more about the thing than I 
do myself; and in any case I have only 
an hour in which to listen to these forty 
gentlemen.’’ Then the miracle happened. 
Forty speeches were delivered within the 
hour, and the desired amendment was 
carried by the Howse of Commons 
on the following day. Birrell’s reply to 
the deputation was characteristic. ‘' I did 
not think so many Irishmen could agree 
about anything; I am greatly impressed, 
and almost converted,’’ , 


The Gordon Centenary, 


The hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Charles George Gordon, the hero of 
Khartum, which occurs this year, has 
considerable interest for Irishmen. At 
the beginning of 1880 Gordon resigned his 
command in Egypt and paid a visit to 
India and China, the scene of his former 
successes. Towards the end of the year 
he came to the South and West of Ireland 
in a private capacity, and was soon struck 
by the chronic distress which was every- 
where apparent. It was not. in Gordon's 
nature to remain unmoved by such scenes ; 
he immediately began to devise a scheme 
of land-law improvement, which was re- 
ceived with cold indifference by the 
authorities. Indeed, for a short period 
Gordon, with his terrific energy and 
hatred of injustice, looked like becoming 
a regular nuisance to the powers that 
were. Great efforts were made to get. rid 
of him, and it was only when threatened 
with an insignificant routine appointment 
in England that he reluctantly gave up 
his projects in Ireland and decided to take 
another officer’s duty in Mauritius. That 
appointment led to the Cape, Palestine, 
Egypt again, and the tragedy of Khar- 
tum in 1884. Nevertheless, the seeds 
which he had sown in Treland bore fruit, 
and many of his ideas were afterwards 
made the basis of legislation.

Mr. Lloyd George was sitting in the library 
of his house, high up among the hills above 
Criccieth.

He had 
only just returned from a long tramp over the 
hills with Miss Megan Lloyd George, who 
shares her father's joy in the love of the open 
air.

My diet has always been of the 
plainest. { never indulged in any particular 
exercises or recreation, but even as a ‘child 
loved to wander over the hills and through 
the woods down there,” pointing to the 
Mer: 

. " Í find more inspiration in walking than in 
anything else; believe me, it is jolly good 
exercise, That is why I love Churt. 1 can 
walk for miles and for hours on end across 
the fields and over the moors, 1 always seem 
to find something new. There is nothing so 
tranquillising as a country life.”’ 

Asked if that was the secret of his ability to 
carry his responsibilities lightly, he quickly 
replied: ‘‘ You can bury all your worries in 
the soil—yes, all your troubles,’’

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VEGETARIAN DIET. 


— ó —-- 
MR. FRANK WYATT ON ITS 
MERITS. 


Last night in the Dublin Mansion House, 
Mr. Frank Wyatt, editor of the Vegetarian 
.Vews, and Secretary to the London Vege- 
tartan Society, gave a talk on Vegetarianism 
to a meeting composed chiefly of women. 

It was, he said, his first visit to Ireland, 
and he appreciated the privilege of address- 
ing that shootings He was a vegetarian for 
the past (twenty-one years. and he was 
satisfied. that he was a healthier man than 
any flesh-eater. Many of the noblest persons, 
right down the ages, had recommended the 
giving up of flesh-eating in favour of vege- 
tarianism, Neither his wife nor his two 
daughters ever tasted flesh food. 

Many eminent men in the medical pro- 
fession had recommended and proved the 
value of a vegetarian diet. A great deal of 
the sub-health which aa, suffered from 
was due to the use of flesh, in which there 
was an almost complete absence of the 
vitamin. The body-building qualities of 
dairy produce were far superior to any flesh 
feod. A glass of milk, an ounce and a 
quarter of cheese, and a slice of bread and 
tutter, with an egg, were of much more 
value to the body than a lamb chop; for 

very mouthful of flesh contained a certain 


‘amount of the waste matter of the body of 


the animal it came from, 

An outstanding fact was that the vege- 
[orian had an amount of super-abundant 
energy, which the flesh-eater lacked: The 
apple, he said, was like a combustion engine 
in the body. 

Vegetarians were not sentimentalists, and 
they were entitled to say that, although their 
difficulties: in. life were as great as those of 
the average man and woman, they had 
proved that they had overcome them.

A violinist of proven talent, Mr. Arthw 
Franks was in no sense overshadowed by his 
companion of the recital. His playing of 
the Kreisler arrangement of Mozart's spark- 
ling “ Rondo in ae Major ” was one of the 
events of the afternoon, commanding the 
attention of the audience throughout. For 
his other solo items he chose the Sarabande, 
Doub!e, and Tempo de Bourree. from Bach's 
Sonats in B Minor, one of the six works 
which that composer wrote for the violin 
unaccompanied, when he was Capellmeiste: 
to Prince Leopold of Anhalt-Cothen 

The concluding item was John [Ireland's 
“‘Sonata No. 2 in A Minor,” which was 
heard for the first time in Dublin. 

At the evening recital the programme, 
with the exception of a sonata of Handel.

INEFFECTIVE DECISION TO 
REMOVE BAN.

GALWAY, Monday. 

After a debate that lasted over an hour 
Galway County Council, by twelve votes 
to nine, decided against the continuance 
of the ban on ‘‘ foreign’’ games. 

It was pointed out by the Chairman, 
however, that the resolution was ineffec- 
tive, as a two-thirds majority was neces- 
sary to rescind their previous order. 

Before the vote was taken the Chairman 
(Councillor Corbett) had said that it 
would. ber a“shame if the: capital of: the 
Gaelteacht should go on record as favour- 
ing “ foreign ” games: 

The matter came up on a motion by 
Councillor Kelly. who proposed that all 
Ppproved secondary schools in the countv 
in which Irish games got preference 
should be admitted to the scholarship 
scheme. The Council, he said, had 
already taken similar action regarding 
the University, and it was unfair to 
compel pupils to play so-called Irish 
games only. 

Councillor Donnellan moved that the 
ban shonld be maintained. If foreign 
games were allowed to be played in 4 
school or college, that school or college 
could not be a supporter of the Gaelic 
Athletic Association. 

Councillor Ward «aid that it was an 
impertinence to be discussing the merits 
and demerits of games for schools. While 
he favoured Irish games, pupils should 
be allowed to play whatever games they 
pleased. asf

THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I am a breeder and tillage farmer 
who has perforce to purchase store cattle 
every year to augment the home supply. 
When Naliae.ng my steck-book the other 
day I found that I have lost the sum of £735 
in capital alone on the year’s trading, not to 
Speak of rents, wages, taxes and the in- 
creased prices of implements, repairs to 
machinery and all a farmer needs to work 
his land. 

Twelve months ago I sold bullocks at Ros- 
common fair at £17 10s. which I had fed for 
nine months previously. They cost me £12 
apiece when buying in April, 1931.

A miniature general election in the 
tiny State of Lippe has affected the 
whole movement ‘ef politics throughout 
Germany. Since the fall of the von 
Papen Administration there has been 
much confusion in Berlin’s political 
circles. General von Schleicher, the new 
Chancellor, has been doing his best to 
arrange a coalition between the groups of 
the Centre and the Right; but, Herr 
Hitler has taken the attitude that 
he must have all or nothing. He is 
the leader of the biggest party in the 
Reichstag, and holds that acceptar.ce of 
any post in the Government less than 
the Chancellorship would be beneath his 
dignity. He has been invited to become 
Prime Minister of Prussia and Vice- 
Chancellor of the Reich; but he has held 
aloof since his famous | 
President von Hindenburg, and has caused 
grave embarrassment to the Chancellor. 
At the last general election the Nazis

lost a substantial amount of ground, 
and the recent defection of Herr 
Gregor Strasser—next to Hitler himself, 
their most prominent member—encouraged 
the hope that they might become more 
reasonable, and might consent to play a 
constructive part in the Government. In 
the Lippe election, however,) they have 
increased their vote from 33,000 to nearly 
39,000; and Herr Hitler has become more 
arrogant than ever in his dealings with 
the Chancellor. 

On Friday the Council of Leaders will 
decide whether the Reichstag shall 
assemble on January 24th or shall be 
adjourned again until the middle of 
March; and everything will depend vn 
Hitler. Now that Lippe has voted in his 
favour, he seems resolute to insist on ths 
achievement of his full programme. 
“There must be no more feeble com- 
promises,’’ he is reported to have said; 
and, if he persists in this view, he will 
wreck the von Schleicher Administration. 
It is expected that Herr Hitler will force 
the Chancellor to call the Reichstag 
together on the appointed day, and will 
order his parliamentary followers to sup- 
port the Communists’ vote of ‘‘ No Con- 
fidence’’ in the Government. In that 
event. of course, the Reichstag will te 
dissolved immediately, and Germany will 
have another general election within a few 
months from dissolution. The situation 
is complicated by the position of Herr 
Strasser. This former firebrand has been 
holding interviews with everybody, from 
the President of the Republic to Herr 
Hugenberg, leader of the orthodox 
Nationalists. The Chancellor probably 
would prefer to make Hitler a member of 
his Cabinet, but it is quite possible that 
he will invite the Nazi leader’s former 
lieutenant to accept a portfolio. If Herr 
Strasser becomes a Minister, the Govern- 
ment will not survive January 24th; for 
the Nazis are exceedingly angry with him 
as a result of his refusal to bow the knee 
to the party chief. ! 

Under Germany’s form of proportional 
a decisive result at a 
general election is a difficult matter. 
There are only some 00,000 voters 
in Lippe; yet there are no fewer than 
nine parties. Unless, therefore, a regular 
landslide occurs towards or against the 
Nezis, another general election probably 
will ieave the political groups very much 
as it found them. At the July election, 
just as in the Free State election of last 
year, large numbers of responsible 
Germans voted for the Nazis on the 
principle of “Give Hitler a chance.” In 
November many of these persons went 
back to their former allegiances, and, if 
there is another election, further deser- 
tions will be likely. The Lippe results 
hardly can be regarded very seriously. 
It is a diminutive State, in which the 
Nazi organisation is excellent, but it is 
no more typical of Germany than the 
County of Leitrim is typical of Ireland. 
The Hitlerites know, of course, that they 
command the active support of a large 
section of Germany’s youth. In Germany, 
however, there is an enormous mass of 
solid voters whose sole political idea] is 


stability. They have no desire to become 
involved in a premature squabble with 


Poland over the Corridor, or, indeed, to 
be subjected to any further excitements. 
They wish to live and work in peace, and 
to be allowed to give expression to those 
gifts of energy and thrift for which they 
are famous. Herr Hitler offers young 
Germany romantic adventurc and the 
glitter of the swerd; the gene-ations that 
survived the War have outlived their lust 
for such chimeras.

Deadlock in South Africa. 


There will be general regret throughout 
the Empire at the failure of the liberally- 
minded South African leaders to sink 
their cifferences. A week ago it seemed 
that General Hertzog’s narrow natioualism 
was reaching the end of its tether. Mr. 
Tielman’ Hoos had cast off his allegiance 
to the Nationalist Government, and his 
defection was certain to draw several 
supporters of General Hertzog away with 
it. If Mr. Roos could have arranged a 
coalition with General Smuts, leader of 
the South African Party, the Government,

Mr. Roos 
refuses to turn out the Government unless 
a coalition is arranged on his terms, and 
Gencral Smuts will not accede to them. 
Nevertheless, despite this temporary set- 
back, the opinion in South Africa is that 
General Hertzog’s Government cannot laa; 
long. It has made a bad muddle of the 
gold question, and people are tiring of 
its shortsighted views on the position of 
Priton and Boer in a community which 
cannot shut its eyes to the increasing 
menace cf the black man. General Her'tzog 
may decide to appeal to the electors, and 
the result of an election almost certainly 
would be a substantial victory for the 
South African Party. A Government 
which would take full advantage of the 
imperial connection is wanted sorely in 
South Africa.

The Supreme Gift. 


To-day Mr. Lloyd George reaches his 
seventieth birthday. It is an age when 
most men begin to think of definite, or at 
least gradual, retirement from their active 
careers ; but Mr. Lloyd George has no such 
intention. He says, indeed, that he has 
“done with leadership” (though who would 
swear that he will not change his mind ?), 
but he hopes to die a member of Parlia- 
ment. Furthermore, it seems, his purpose 
would not be affected by his country’s 
entire willingness to see the last of him. 
“1 will continue,” he says, “ to give my 
advice, whether it is wanted or not, 
because I believe it to be my duty to place 
my experience at the service of my 
country.” Mr. Lloyd George cites the 
example of most of the greater statesmen 
of his time. Gladstone, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Balfour, Asquith—all were hard 
workers till the end of their days, and 
always, when they had finished something, 
they asked, “ Is there anything more for 
me to do?” We think that Mr. Lloyd 
George’s words will help to answer ques- 
tions which the ordinary citizen often puts 
to himself. What makes the successful 
politician? How does he retain his 
mental vigour beyond the usual span? 
Why is a Minister of sixty accepted as 
“young,” while his brother is elderly, 
consensu omnium, at fifty-nine? Mr. 
Lloyd George’s words suggest the secret. 
It consists in an abnormal equipment of 
self-confidence. The average man is 
sensitive to the real, or imagined, opinion 
of his neighbours. At a certain age he 
begins to susptct, “ My brain is not what 
it was,” or “ The younger people are 
getting a little tired of me,” or ‘I am 
beginning to repeat my old stories too 
often.’”” The born politician, though he 
become a centenarian, never has such 
doubts. He never questions his country’s 
need of him; he knows himself to be indis- 
pensable, and, if the country fails to agree 
with him, so much the worse for it. His 
contempt of censure—which his critics 
attribute harshly to a “ thick skin ”— 
springs from a perfect faith in himself. 
Men of letters sometimes share this mental 
state, and they, too, live long iives and 
are didactic to the very end. In wordy 
warfare such men are more formidable 
than Achilles ; for not even their heels are 
vulnerable. 


Free State Forestry. 


We notice with pleasure that the trials 
and tribulations of the past year have made 
no difference to the progress of the Free 
State Forestry Commission. The total 
area of land acquired for State forestry 
purposes amounts now to 535,000 acres, 
and, if negotiations are successful, another 
15,000 acres will be added to that figure. 
Ireland’s sparse acreage of wodland not 
only is a reproach to a country that prides 
itself on its beauty, but means the loss 
of a large source of revenue. Her trees 
have declined in number for very many 
years, and to-day it is hard to realise that 
Ireland formerly was one of the most 
heavily-wooded countries in Europe. Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government realised the pity 
of this process of decline, and took useful 
steps to counteract it both by the acquisi- 
tion of land for afforestation and by the 
encouragement of private planting. Mr. 
de Valera’s Government has been not less 
assiduous. Up to the end of the 1931-32 
season the Department of Agriculture had 
established 30,570 acres of new planta 
tions; but private planting has not kept 
pace with the activities of the State. 
Although free grants are allowed to 
planters, the 1930-51 season saw no more 
than 120 acres planted on private estates, 
and only 171 were planted in the following 
season. We hope that a substantial increase 
will be recorded during the present and 
coming seasons. The Director of Forestry 
believes that about three-quarters of the 
Free State's needs in timber could be 
grown at home. There is no reason why, 
with the co-operation of estate-owners, his 
ideal should not be realised.

HOW TO VOTE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS. 

Sin.—‘‘ Citizen’ asks me how he should 
use the single transferable vote. Does a voter 
help his opposition candidates in any way by 
leaving a blank opposite their names on the 
voting paper? My advice is:—At the poll, 
on Tuesday of next week, vote; vote early; 
vote 1 for the best man in your party: 
express your preferences for all the other 
candidates in your party; continue to express 
preferences for all the members of other 
parties except for one party which you may 
dislike. 3 

At the poll, for a valid vote, a voter must 
put one 1 opposite the name of only one 
candidate. He may put the numbers 2, ó, 4. 
etc., opposite the names of other candidates 
in the order of his preference. My advice is 
that voters should express preferences as far 
as they like, but not where they dislike. 

Between now and next Tuesday is the time 
for voters to decide between the truth and 
falsehood, right and wrong, wisdom and folly 
in the party election addresses, and to judge 
the character of the candidates who desire 
to undertake responsibilities for our govern- 
ment in political affairs. Next month will he 
time enough to study the inner mechanics of 
our electoral machine when there are real, 
and not hypothetical, illustrations to 
examine.—Yours, etc., E. K. Eason.

BLIND VOTERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—May I draw the attention of those 
responsible tor the management of polling 
booths to the discomfort which blind voters 
have to put up with? Blind persons, or other 
persons who are unable to mark the ballot 
papers themselves, have to make a declaration 
vefore the returning official and the repre. 
sentatives of the candidates up for election 
as to their political choice and the candidates 
for whom they desire to vote. Then the 
returning official marks the paper, but, as he 
puts it direct into the box without showing 
it to a representative of the voter, the latter 
has no way of knowing if the papers are 
really marked with accordance to his wishes. 
No relative or friend ot the blind person is 
allowed to help him. or, indeed, come within 
a good distarce of him. Naturally, this 
method is most unpleasant, and does away 
with all privacy, as everyone in the room can 
hear what is going on. 

I understand that Captain Fraser is bring- 
ing in a bill in the House of Commons to 
enable blind persons to be allowed to have the 
help of a near relative or friend at paritan.n- 
tary and municipal elections. I bá that 
something of a similar kind wii! be done over 
here.— Yours, etc.,

Railwaymen’s Wages. 


Up to this evening no further move had 
been made by the railway companies in 
connection with the claim for a further 
reduction in the wages of their employés 
but I understand that they have not 
decided-to abandon their efforts to secure 
further economies. It is improbable that 
anything will be done until the general 
managers of the railway lines have met to 
consider the situation, but | hear that 
many consultations are taking place 
between representatives of the companics 
and it is thought that the next step will 
be an invitation from the companies to the 
unions to re-open negotiations. The 
attitude of the unions, however, is 
stronger even than it was on the question 
ot the cuts, which Shey have decided that 
they will not accept. The companies have 
several courses still open to them, and may 
decide to pursue one of them. Possibly, 
they will take the matter up with the 
Ministry of Transport, on the ground that 
the machinery of the Wages Board has 
proved ineffective and unsatisfactory. 


| frish Bank Deposits. 


The Erening Standard p-iuts out to-day 
that Irish people have sent over to London 
and other money centres about £4,000,000 
since Mr. de Valera came into power ; yet 
Irish bank deposits have increased by 
about £8,000,000 in the same period. The 
explanation of this paradox is that Irish 
people in the United States have been 
placing their money with Irish banks, 
because they are afraid that the American 
banks are not all as sound as they ought 
to be. In the last six months alone about 
£5.000,000 have flowed into Ireland from 
this cause. On balance Ireland so far is 
considerably in pocket on these move- 
ments, but nothing Is so sensitive as money 
which is seeking safety by passing from 
country to country. Whether the surplus 
shal] rest in Ireland depends on what view 
its owners take of new political develop- 
ments. 


Results of Ottawa. 


The beneficial results of the Empire 
trade pacts negotiated at Ottawa are 
evident in the greater flow of Canadian 
exports wa Canadian ports—notrbly, of 
wheat—to the United Kingdom, as com- 
pared with exports via United States 
ports. The establishment of several new 
branch factories of United States com- 
panies in Canada, as a means to secure 
preferential treatment in British and Em- 
pire markets, is another result. This par- 
ticularly applies to one of the largest pro- 
duéers of typewriters and office equipment 
in the United States. Also a. large 
American textile firm is arranging to 
manufacture its goods at factories in 
Canada. In connection with the diversion 
of wheat shipments from United States 
to Canadian ports, following the British 
Government’s decision to grant the pre- 
ference of six cents a bushel only on 
wheat shipped on direct consignment from 
Canada, it is worthy of note that in 
December out of shipments to Great 
Britain aggregating 17,206,000 bushels 
only 1,313,000 were shipped via United 
States ports, whereas in the preceding 
December, out of a total of 12,481,000 
bushels, 6,605,000 were exported ria the 
United States, 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


The+present outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease is very serious, but experts at the 
Ministry of Agriculture are of the opinion 
that the worst is now over, and that they 
have checked the widespread outbreak. In 
the twenty-one cases reported some 1,500 
cattle, sheep and pigs have been destroyed, 
and it is estimated that in the present 
month compensation has amounted to 
about £12,000. The outbreak, though 
severe, cannot be compared with some 
previous epidemics in this country or 
on the Continent. In 1931 there were 
97 cases in England, costing £95,000 in 
compensation, and in Germany in the 
same year there were 26,000 cases. It is 
somewhat remarkable that foot-and-mouth 
disease virus has never yet been detected. 
Whatever form it takes it must have an 
extremely vigorous growth; for not only 
can it be carried on the person of human 
or animal, but it will survive even in 
running water. A committee was set up 
In 1920 to carry out investigations in an 
obsolete warship off the East Coast, so 
that the virus might not spread to flocks 
and herds in the district, but after eiglit 
months’ work it was found that the diff 
culties were too great, and the task was 
abandoned. | 


A Portrush Rescue. 


The Royal National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion has awarded its record of. thanks to 
every man of a crew of seven pilots and 
boatmen w.o rescued two fishermen at 
the risk of their own lives on the 26th 
November. The two men were in a new 
motor fishing Loat, and had left Arklow 
a week earlier. Their motor broke down. 
and they anchored on a reef off Innish- 
owen Head, Loug! Foyle. strong wind 
was blowing, with a heavy sea, and efforts 
were inad: by the life-saving apparatus to 
reach then from the shore, but they were 
out of range. When the wind freshened 
to a yale the two men were in .nminent 
peri!, and the motor lifeboat was 
summoned from Portrush. Before she 
arrived the scven men had put out in a 
rowing boat. The gale was blowing off 
the shore; it was bitterly cold, and. if 
anything had gone wrung the rescuers 
would have been carried out to sea. 
They reached the fishing be‘, got along 
side, and took off the two men. both of 
whom were exhausted, since they had 
eaten no food for twenty-four hours. 


Influenza on the Wane. 


In medical circles here it is thought 
that the p~ ont wave of influenza is at 
its height, and there are signs that it wil! 
recede in the course of the next few 
days. Some .:icht and very cold days, 
probably, would end the epidemic for the 
time being, though it muct be remembered 
that the influenza germ is in existence 
throughout the year, although it does 
little harm during the summer, except to 
persons predisposed to infection. It is 
said that the sp-ead of the disease in the 
first few days was caused by thousands 
of people who thought that they could 
conquer it by continuing work cs usual. 
In the process they did their best to 
spread it.

The news that Bulgaria’s baby Princess 
has been baptised into the Orthodox Greek 
Church has created a painful impression 
at the Vatican. 

It is pointed out, however, in Papal 
ciroles that the christening ceremony was 
celebrated while the Queen of Bulgaria was 
still prostrate after the birth of the child, 
and it is suggested that as it was a sudden 
and semi-private affair it may have taken 


place without her knowledge or approval. 


It is believed that the Vatican possesses 
the written promise of both King Boris 
and the Queen Joanna that their children 
should be brought up as Catholics, and it 
is recalled that the Pope, tn his Christmas 


message on December 24th, 1950, expressed 


disapproval of the Queen’s participation in 
a second marriage ceremony according to 
the rites of the Orthodox Church at Sofia, 
after the Catholic ceremony at Assisi. 

The view is generally expressed here that 
the Pope will- now take an early oppor- 
tunity to express in even graver terms his 
grief and disapproval of yesterday 's 
christening ceremony. ; 


VATICAN PROTEST.

Nineteen of the League Assembly special!y 
formed to consider the Manchurian di:- 
pute, The Times states to-day:—It is 
clear that the most patient efforts are 
being made to meet the Japanese objec- 
tions. The Secretary-General who must 
have an unequalled experience in the art 
of drafting formulas which _ reconcile 
apparently incompatible contentions, has 
been consulted about the phrasing of a 


conciliatory proposal which is now being 


considered in Tokyé. The business of the 
League being. definitely in this particular 
dispute that of conciliation, it is worth 
while for it to seek, with all the patience 
and ingenuity which the occasion demands, 
a set of words acceptable to the diplomacy 
of both China and Japan. 

The circumstances of the present dis- 
sá adds The Times, are peculiar to the 

ar East, and it is wholly unnecessary to 
assume, because the League is unable +> 
impose an ideal settlement there by force, 
that it must always be sterile, or that 
because Japan is the country that took the 
initiative in military operations, therefore, 
Japan is entirely in the wrong. Certainly 
her methods have given rise to justifi- 
able criticism, and it is difficult to 
reconcile her policy with the spirit of the 
international instruments which she her- 
self has signed. But she acted under 
great provocation, and the ultimate result 
of her action modified, it may be hoped, 
by the friendly pressure of other Powers 
through the medium of the League, may 
be for the benefit of the people of 
Manchuria, who already are being paid 
for the product of their labour in fairer 
measure than the rapacity of their previous 
leaders allowed to them. 

In any case, neither condemnation nor 
condonation is necessary from the League. 
The future matters more than the past. 
The League's own Commissioners pro- 
nounced that a mere restoration of the 
status quo would be no solution, even if 
it had been practicable. The soundest 
course must be—with the consent of the 
parties to the dispute, if possible, but, if 
not, without them—to hold up a settle- 
ment to the world, which will serve as the 
rallying point of public opinion and the 
objective of international diplomacy.

“ TEND TO DESTROY TRADE OF

Lord Essendon, who was Sir Frederick 
Lewis until created a peer last year, pre-
